Among  the  policies  enunciated  by  General 
von  Schleicher,  Germany's  new  Chaneellor,  are 
two  that  will  command  world-wide  iiitprcst  One 
is  the  proTlslon  of  work  for  the  people  of  Ger- 
many; the  other  is  hte  atitlt«d«  towards  the 
German  Army  which  he  regards  as  "tho  symbol 
of  that  Oerman  unity  which  Is  esaentlal  if  Ger- 
many U  to  regain  her  fMmer  giedtneM."  Re- 
garding the  provision  of  work,  he  has  divulged 
no  definite  plan  of  campaign,  except  In  the 
nAtUr  of  iMid  •etttooMBt  wNIi  pMrtlevlar  ref- 
erence to  the  colonization  of  the  Eastern  area. 
There,  land  to  the  extent  of  l.aoo,000  acres,  is 
to  be  made  aTallaUe  for  aetttemMit,  "for  innef 
colonization  in  the  sense  of  Frederick  the  Great." 

:  There  is  no  doubt  that  General  von  Schleicher 
r^bftrdi  dleelpUno  as  the  "magle  formula  for 
(▼ery  in  Germany.  He  believes  In  compulsory 
"There  is  no  better  school  for  youth," 
..^  iftya  laam  the  meaning  of  self-discipline. 
nMeety  and  comradeship  In  that  conscription.' 
Tliai  l«  why  he  has  again  and  again  favored 
e^oPttlaory  aenrlee  in  the  framework  of  the  mi- 
Ulla.  He  .say.s  that  so  long  as  the  "Versailles 
dfctate"  renders  this  practical  solution  Impos- 
^to~"Otll«r  means  had  had  to  be  found. "  He 
tells  of  how  individual  associations  have  taken 
the  work  In  hand.  The  State  Is  also  asalstln';. 
TKtK  Is  the  Reich  Board  for  ttie  physical  train- 
ing of  youth,  the  voluntary  labor  corps,  and 
subsidized  sports  clubs.  His  belief  is  that  the 
discipline  thus  inculcated  is  stifllnc  the  party 
political  spirit  to  such  an  extent  that  the  party 
bosses  are  becoming  uneasy.  He  has  frtedged 
the  Reich  Government  to  provide  fund.s  for  all 
suitable'  organizations,  especially  for  voluntary 
groups  of  young  men  unemployed.  If  they  are 
pilpared  to  provide  members  with  food,  phy.slcal 
nprclses  and  educational  continuation  courses 
irS  common. 

In  discussinR  hi.s  con.scrlptlon  propo.sals  the 
Chancellor  i^lso  alludes  to  disarmament.  He  has 
been  reproaAied,  he  saya.  with  woridng  fer  re- 
armament. Hi.s  viewpoint  Is  that  he  is  not  pre- 
pared to  have  the  throat  of  the  German  people 
c«t.  He  is  wUltaf  to  arm  Oerman  forces  with 
knives  and  cardboard  shields  if  her  neighbors 
wjll  do  the  same.  There  must  be  discipline, 
hdwerer.  and  he  doee  not  fttUere  it  can  be 
brought  about  in  any  better  way  than  by  mili- 
tary training.  He  is  adamant  In  his  stand  that 
Otrmany'a  armed  foreef  must  be  guaraateed  the 
sine  aacttrtty  aa  emyone  else's.

Jhe  proponents  of  technocracy  and  of  the 
s^wter  working  day,  the  advocates  of  more 
leisure  In  life  will  find  poor  consolation  in  a 
doctrine  Just  enunciated  by  Sir  James  Barrle, 
by  his  wrlthigs,  has  brought  so  much  Joy 
into  the  lives  of  so  many.

I  htte  k>st  her  now,  but  younger  peo- 
tib  who  want  to  took  for  her  will  ftnd  that  tiht 
Ig  willing  to  be  theirs  She  is  the  prettiest  thing 
la  literature,  and  when  you  and  she  think  that

Then  during  the  new  year  the  in- 
teraatkaal  Issue  oi  war  debts  and 
reparations  must  be  finally  .settled 
one  way  or  another.  The  British 
Oovemment  has  maintained  its 
credit  by  paying  to  the  United 
States  another  instalment  on  the 
aUeged  war  debts,  bat  has  intimated 
in  plain  terms  that  It  ha.s  made  a 
flnal  payment  imder  existing  con 
ditlons;  that  there  must  be  an 
equitable  adjustment  before  the 
United  States  treasury  receives  an- 
other consignmeht  of  girtd  from  the 
Bank  of  England.  France  ha.s  taken 
more  drastic  action.  She  has  de- 
faulted. She  may  give  the  matter 
further  consideration,  but  tn  the 
meantime  her  action  has  created 
considerable  perturbation  in  the 
United  States.  Both  the  president 
and  the  president-elect  have  in- 
timated that  they  are  willing  to 
submit  the  Issae  to  the  eeasldera- 
tlon  of  a  commi.salon,  but  that  in 
the  last  analysis  Congress  Is  the 
supNoie  arbiter  aad  Iti  Judgmeat 
flnal.  And  it  i.<;  a  hard  matter  tO 
convmoe  the  average  Senator  or 
Oongrsssana  that  there  la  really 
any  direct  connecttea  between  in- 
ternational progress  aad  pro^Mrity 
and  bigger  aad  better  bnslaeBs  in 
the  lyaned  states.

remlttder  that  China  is  a  country- 
In  a  state  of  utter  chaos,  without 
any  elTectlve  government.  For  that 
reason  foreign  powers  have  to  exer- 
cise exceptional  authority  there  for 
the  protection  of  their  .subjects, 
and  it  is  absurd  to  suggest,  as  the 
Lytton  Report  does,  that  a  strong 
central  authority  capable  of  keep- 
ing treaties  can  be  set  up  without 
of  effort. 

GENEVA  JINGPES 
The  essential  passage  in  Japan's 
reply  is  her  warning  Uiat  she  pos- 
■ssseS  treaty  rights  and  yast  eco- 
nomic mterests  In  Manchuria,  and 
that,  having  a  burge  number  of  her 
peoide  settled  there,  she  Is  vitally 
mterested  ta  ttie  eoontry. 

A.'?  everjrone  knows,  she  won  her 
rlght.s  by  the  prolonged  and  des- 
perate .struRRle  with  the  Ru.ssian 
Empire  in  1904-05  Because  those 
righLs  are  essential  to  her  .security 
and  her  very  existence,  she  will 
never  tamely  surrender  them  If 
she  did.  the  certain  fate  of  Man- 
chulcuo  would  be  to  rel^pee  mto 
anarchy  under  the  corrupt  and 
oruel  cailneee  mandarins  and  ulti- 
mately to  fall  mto  the  hands  of  the 
Soviet— as  Mongolia  has  done  al- 
ready. 

It  would  l)e  an  outraee  on  hunian- 
ity  to  bring  about  such  a  solution 
in  order  to  save  the  face  of  the 
League  of  Nations  But  the  min- 
guidsd  idealists  who  have  so  openly 
taken  sides  with  the  Chlne.=e  war- 
lords and  Communists  mean  to 
make  strenuous  effarts  to  force 
Oreat  Brltam  mto  some  wild  scheme 
of  economic  and  flnaaelal  boycott 
of  Japan,  which  they  hope  would 
drive  Japan  from  Manchuria. 

Such  a  programme  would  mean 
war  for  this  country,  against  every 
British  interest  and  Ideal  It  Is 
therefore  of  .supreme  Imporlanre 
that  the  l)ellirosr  |-,aciflst,s  at  Gen- 
eva should  be  made  to  understand 
that  tn  no  chcum.stance.'i  are  the 
British  people  going  to  bf  dragged 
into  a  conflict  with  Japan. 

They  regard  Japan  as  their  former 
faithful  ally  aad  preeent  friend. 
They  bellefe  that  her  mlsskm  m 
Maneharia  is  a  dvlllalng  and  hum- 
anising one.  Sooner  than  be  in- 
volved in  hostilities  with  her,  they 
would  quit  the  League  of  Nations, 
which  they  have  always  supposed 
to  be  a  Lsagoe  e(  Peace,  aot  of 
war.

"The  fetum  of.  ninety  •five  marked 
fish,  62  per  cent  of  the  recoveries, 
to  McClinton  Creek  definitely  estab- 
lishes that  there  Is  a  tendency  on 
the  part  of  the  pink  salmoQ  of  this 
locality  to  return  to  Its  native 
spawnini^  area  and  that  niaturity 
is  reached  at  the  end  of  two  years. 

"It  Is  not  unlikely  that  the 
twenty-two  fish  taken  In  Masset 
Inlet  and  sixteen  in  Naden  Harbor 
and  Otard  Bay  would  have  ulti- 
mately i^peared  to  licCltoUm  Creek 
had  they  not  been  caught  by  the 
commercial  neta.
